Proper Storage of Ice 
for Su mmer Very Simple 


It isn’t so mu ch w hat kind of bu ild­ 
ing the farm er stores his ice in, as 
how he p acks it. 
Storage of ice for su m m er u se is 
sim p ler than generally believed.

p rop erly constru cted ice hou se is de 
siralde, bu t any bu ilding affording p ro­ 
tection from wind and rain m ay he 
u sed. 
Prop er p acking is more im p ortant 
than the design of the hou se. 
The 
two im p ortant factors are the p ack­ 
ing m aterial and the ice block. 
“Saw du st is a satisfactory p acking 
m aterial. 
It 
is 
easily 
obtainable 
everywhere. 
F ra m e w alls of single 
thickness requ ire 18 inches of saw ­ 
du st arou nd the sides, top, and bottom 
of the ice block. 
Tw elve to 14 inches 
of saw du st will do for hou ses having 
dou ble walls w ith a dead air space. 
P rop e r drainage 
m u st 
be p rovided 
beneath the ice block.” 
Feep 
the ice cu kes close together 
on edge, if you w ant the ice to keep 
well. 
Smooth the su rface of each tier of 
cakes with adz or ax. 
Force the ice 
chip s between any cracks that may 
remain. 
Place the next tier of cakes • 
directly on the first, and so on u ntil 
the hou se has been filled. 
The entire 
ice block will tend to freeze together 
as one hu ge cake.

In this cu ring, time m u st be 
allowed for com p leting the chemical 
reaction, both for the escape of nox- ( 
lou s gases and for the mass to dry so 
that it m ay be p rop erty p u lverized, j 
Bu t once the acid p hosp hate Is p rop ­ 
erly p rep ared It becomes a com m er­ 
cial p rodu ct w hich is easily handled 
and may be m ixed w ith other fertili­ 
zer m aterials in the making of com ­ 
p lete 
fertilizers. 
These 
mixed 
fer­ 
tilizers m ay be u sed im mediately w ith ­ 
ou t any fu rth e r cu ring or processing. 
F or exam p le: 
A m ixtu re may be 
m ade u p of acid p hosp hate, nitrate of 
soda, su lp hate of ammonia, tankage 
and m u riate of p otash, and u sed the 
day it is m ixed and give ju st as good j 
resu lts as it wou ld if allowed to stand 
two months.

Use Airplane to Reforest 
Burned Area in Hawaii 
Honolulu, 
H a w a i i — New practical 
uses for airplanes appear on the hori­ 
zo n every day. This time a plane has 
been pressed into service to help re­ 
forest a burned-over area of several 
hundred acres in a forest preserve 
near h ere. 
Ab o u t 71» pounds of forest tree 
seeds were sown by airplane in less 
than an hour over rocky inaccessible 
country devastated by recent forest 
tin s th at would have required an im­ 
mense amount of time and labor if 
done by hand, according to reports 
from th e forestry section of the terri­ 
tory of Hawaii. 
The aerial sowing was of especial 
value, say forestry experts, In getting 
the burned-over area seeded quickly 
so the young seedlings would have a 
start ah ead of the undesirable weeds 
and ferns that spring u p nearly over 
n ig h t in the tropics.
